Little do any of as realize the 
endless power of words. Regimented 
by the great writers and poets, and 
by those who would 
drive 
Ideas 
deep, how they stand out in tlM*tr 
exjiert formations, and In obedience 
to inspired thought! 
Every word, placed Into a .sen­ 
tence, a command, or a mere letter 
goes forth on an errand And just 
think of the errands that they have 
run in such writings as found in 
the Bible, Shakespeare, Cervantes, 
Bunyan, Hugo, Voltaire, Keats, Poe. 
and an endless stream of others. 
Think of the pow’er of words, as 
salesmen, In 
the advertisements 
that make newspapers, and m aga­ 
zines, and other media, possible as 
servants to the people. 
W hen Abraham Lincoln delivered
